SOVIET SLAVE ASKS 


Many Fights Mark Mass 
Meeting of Trade Defense 


| Union in London. 


LONDON, March 6.—(?)—A wild ; 
| scene of cheers, boos and free-for-all 
fights took place tonight in Albert | 
hall where a so-called “soviet slave” 
appealed to British friends of Russia 
| to do all in their power to end what 
he described as terrible conditions in 
the convict camps of north Russia. 

Turbulent and boisterous detvon- 
strations marked the mass meeting in 
the big auditorium, staged by the 

great trades defense union. More than 
50 scuffles and fist fights occurred 
with numerous shouts of “long live 
the soviets.”’

into the streets, Those who hurled ; 
‘derision at Winston Churchill and 
Lord Brentford also were ejected. if 

The fights started as seon as Lord | 
Brentford, formerly Sir William Joyn- | 
son-Hicks, had started an address. 
Several firecrackers were exploded and 
a few stench-bombs were thrown be- | 
fore the disturbers were seized. 

Running fights continued through- 
out the two-hour meeting and the 
audience saw more good scrapping in 
one night than in all of the big prize 
fights staged in Albert hall in recent 
years.

In purees the yegetable pulp is 
pressed through a coarse sieve: in 
plain eream soups it may be strained 
out, or left in.

Split peas 
and fresh peas, too, are usually 
pureed; so are dried beans, potato, 
carrot, onion, spinach and broecoli., 
Canned corn, with a bit of onion 
flavor makes a delicious cream soup. 
Bits of asparagus, celery, cauliflower 
an. chopped mushrooms appear in 
soups under those names. Cream of 
mushrooms is indeed a choice soup. 
It may depend largely upon the stems 
for flavor; chicken stock makes a 
congenial companion, and to rub cach 
bowl with lemon rind before 
adds an elusive, uncommon 


filling, 
flavor. 

The bouillon cup or new cream 
is used at luneheon, or the 
family dinner. Clear soups in cup or 
soup plate are correct at formal din- 
ners—never creamy ones, 

Oyster bisque is delighgfully flavor- 
some for special occasions, and may 
be prepared without stock, if prefer- 
red. Look over a quart ‘of stewing 
oysters carefully, drain, chop coarsely 
Add a cup 
each of white stock and water. Sea- 
son with a sprig of parsley, slice of 
onion, blade of mace, bit of bay leaf, 
‘ral of the outer stalks of celery, 

and pepper, and then simmer 
Soften a cup of stale 
(but not dried) bread crumbs in a 
cup of hot milk, add to the oyster 
mixture and rub all through the sieve. 
Thicken a pint of light cream with 
two tablespoons each of butter and 
blend with the first mixture 
and serve when scalding hot. It js 
a rich, luxurious soup. 

A puree of potato and onion makes 
fine eating, if smooth and creamy. A

Dr. Binns, pastor of the First Bap- 
tist church, LaGrange, spoke at the

“It is now generally recognized that 
thé old custom of giving money to the 
house-to-house beggar is about the 
least sensible and least effective meth- 
od of relief. The welfare worker has 
furnished a scientific knowledge and 
program which the churches appre- 
ciate, In every county in the state 
where an organized welfare work is 
carried on the church people give gen- 
erous financial support. 

“The state department of public 
welfare is rendering a useful service 
in encouraging welfare organizations 
in the various counties, advising the 
local workers concerning their prob- 
lems and pointing the way to better 
methods in the management of penal 
und elemosynary institutions. 

“The social workers not only rec- 
ognize their indebtedness to the 
church people for. financial support, 
but they realize that religion furnishes 
the philosophy upon which their whole 
work is built.

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IMPROVED BUSINESS 
NOTED BY SHIPPERS 


Eugene R. Black and Others 
Report Better Con- 
ditions. 


Describing the expansion of south- 
ern commodities, Eugene R. Black, 
governor of the Federal Reserve bank 
of Atlanta, told the more than 400 
delegates to the 33rd annual meeting 
of the Southeast Shippers’ Advisory 
beard Friday that conditions augur 
well for both agricultural and business 
improvement during the year. 

Appearing on the program as the 
principal speaker, Mr. Black outlined 
the opportunities of the south in a 
speech of a similar title, and asserted 
that in addition to an improved pros- 
pect for southern commodities there 
also has been noted a better condition 
in all banks in this section of the 
country within the last few months. 

Development of textile, tobacco, 
manufacturing, citrus, agriculture and 
fuel industries in the southern states 
as a whole were described by the 
speaker, who painted a brighter pic- 
ture in prospect for the board mem- 
bers representing all branches of com- 
merce, farming and industry, as well 
as transportation in. the southeast. 

Almost every industry in this sec- 
tion has recorded some improvement 
in general conditions during the last 
(4) days, Thomas J, Burke, of Charles- 
ton, &. €., chairman of the board, 
said in hig address. Analyzing a com- 
posite forecast made by 22 basic in- 
dustries in the southeast, another 
speaker, T. M. Healy, of Birmingham, 
fiell secretary of the board, declared 
that recently improved demand in 
building and construction lines has 
given a more optimistic appearance to 
the outlook covering brick, clay, steel, 
iron, Jumber, forest products, cement, 
crushed stone, sand, gravel and slag. 

The textile industry, Mr. Healy said, 
reported that conditions are somewhat 
improved, with a 5 per cent increase 
forecast for the next quarter year. 
Decreases were in prospect in move- 
ment of cotton from warehouses to 
mills, in that of cottonseed and by- 
products, coal and coke shipments, and 
in movement of grain products, grain, 
fruits and fresh vegetables. 

Increases likewise are anticipated 
by the shippers from the furniture in- 
dustry, petroleum products interests, 
and chemicals and explosives indus- 
tries, 

While the 60 days just passed have 
coustituted a period of increase gen- 
erally for the transportation industry, 
it was stated by Chairman Burke that 
a 5 per cent commodity shipment de- 
crease has been forecast for the 
months of April, May and June, con- 
stituting the second quarter of 1931. 

The forecast compiled by the board 
from its reports showed that car load- 
ings from April 1 to June 30, last 
year, totaled 884,934, Estimated car 
requirements for the same period of 
this year were given in the forecast as 
830,189. The decrease expected is 45,- 
745 cars, 

Chairman Burke presided at the 
33rd session of the board, assisted by 
E.. Del Wood, of Chattanooga, and A. 
J. Young, of Atlanta. Mr. Young is 
general secretary of the advisory 
board.

His opponent, former Representa- 
tive George M. Pritchard, republican, 
filed the contest the day before con- 
gress adjourned. He charged “illegal 
practices, gross frauds and irregulari- 
ties’ in the election which gaye Bailey 
a plurality of 113,632 votes.’ 

The sub-committee acted without 
authority of a senate resolution, how- 
ever: it held it had the power without 
such a resolution.

Present were General Foch, Pe- 
tain, Weygand and Buat; Field Mar- 
shal Haig and General Lawrence, and 
General Conner, chief of operations, 
Boyd and Hughes and myself. 

There was pronounced good feeling 
and confidence. General Foch gave . 
resume of the general situation. He 
proposed no definite plan, but sub- 
mitted his remarks as the basis of 
discussion. 

The main point was that the fifth 


German offensive of the year had been | 
checked and the Allied counter offen- | 


sive beginning July 18 had transform- 
ed it inte defeat. It was the general 
opinion’ that every advantage should 
be taken of this fact and that the 
Allies should continue their attacks 
with as much vigor as possible. 
General Foch said with satisfaction 
that we had now reached an equality 


in the numbers of combatants and An | 
As the 


actual superiority in reserves,

As to the reserve strength behind 
the Allies, it would soon be powerful, 
indeed, if the rate of 250,000 per 
month which the Americans were 
pouring in could be maintained. One 
could sense an approaching crisis on

remote, because of the difficulty he 
was haying in keeping up the effective 
strength of his units. 


Beyond these advantages of material | 
force in our favor there was also the | 
moral ascendancy we had gained by | 


our recent

He mentioned a series of operations 
on the different fronts which should 
aim at results of immediate impor- 
tance to subsequent progress.

the St. Mihiel salient by the 
American army, which, by reduc- 
ing the front, would bring us 
within reach of the Briey region 
and permit action on a_ larger 
scale between the Meuse and Mo- 
selle. 


Further offensives were foreseen 


having in view the release of the min- , 


ing sections to the north by definitely 
driving the enemy from the region of 
Dunkirk and Calais. 
Wearing Down the Enemy. 

With the armies working together 
operations could be continued at such 
brief intervals as to prevent the ene- 
my from using his reserves to advan- 
tage and without giving him time to 
build up depleted units. No one could 
tell then just how far these efforts 
might take us, but possibly, if suc- 
cessful, they would pave the way for 
something more important in the late 
summer or autumn, which in turn 
would still further increase our ad- 
vantages.

Marshal Haig reported that 
the British had three brigades with 
700 or 800 tanks in all, but General 
l’etain said the French were short. 
Finally, howeyer, the hope was held 
out by both of them that they would 
| be able to help us by the time we 
should need them. 
While this conference was primarily 
for the exchange of views, it decidedly 
confirmed the principle of co-operation 
and emphasized the wisdom of having 
a co-ordinating head for the Allied 
forces. The conclusions agreed upon 
by all concerned, though more or eee 
| tentative, became the. basis of action 
for the future. The general plans 
'definitely contemplated that the Amer- 
ican forces would constitute an inde- 
pendent army. 

Although General Petain and my- 
‘self had definitely planned the trans- 
fer of the line north of Toul to Amer- 
ican control, the demands for our di- 
visions during April and May had 
been so great that this could not be 
done. Later, whe. it was agreed that 
the Americans should take over the 
sector as soon as four divisions could 
|be united there, the German assault 
‘on the Chemin des Dames had dis- 
rupted the plans and our most effec- 
| tive divisions had to be sent to the 
| Chateau Thierry front. 

U. S. Reinforcements Imperative. 
Thus each successive German offen- 
‘sive had brought a crisis followed by 
| pressure for modifications of plars 
anl arrangements for the shipment of 
troops and for changes in their Jloc:.- 
tion if France, and each had oper- 
ated to delay the time when an Amer- 
ican army could be assembled. 

It was imperative that we should 
meet these conditions and _ furnish 
American reinforcements “to save the 
battle,” as the French put it, although 
sending our regiments, brigades or di- 
visions for the purpose caused a wide 
dispersion of American units that 
rendered difficult their reassembly 
into a self-contained American army 
/now that the time had come to take 


'that step. The worst feature was that 
| the special shipments during the pre- 
'ceding three months made the organi- 
zation of army corps and armies im- 
possible without obtaining, tempora- 
'rilvy at least, the French or British 
|units corresponding to those we had 
omitted. 

Notwithstanding these things the 
Situation demanded a very definite un- 


‘| derstanding. The Allies were resuming 


| offensive operations, the enemy seemed 
_to be committed to the defensive, 
and we now had more than 1,200,000 

American soldiers on French soil. The 
_important part our’ divisions had 
played gave me every reason to press 
‘my determination to have our own 
,army. It was a matter of no special 
‘importance for the moment where the 
necessary combat units should be as- 
sembled, whether near Chateau- 
|Thierry or elsewhere, as any front 

other than that in the northeast would 
| probably be tempgrary. 

While at General Foch's headquar- 
ters I arranged with General Petain 
for the expansion of the First corps, 
then operating in the Marne sector, by 
which four American divisions were 
to be placed in the line with two in 
reserve. It was my hope that this 
would be the basis for the preliminary 
formation of an American army on 
this front. En route to Chaumont I] 
stopped to call on Liggett and apprise 
him of the possibility of additional 
American divisions for his corps. 

The supreme war council was prone 
to listen to suggestions for the use of 
Allied troops at various places other 
than the western front. One of these, 
on which the British seemed to be 
especially insistent. was to send troops 
to help the so-called white army in 
Russia, to keep open the communica- 
tions through Murmansk in the Arch- 
angel. 

I was opposed to any such idea, c 
it would simply mean scattering our 
resources, all of which were needed on 
ithe western front. But President Wil- 
son was prevailed upon to help and 
I was directed to send a regiment pro- 
i vided General Foch had no objections. 
As apparently he had already consid- 
ered the question he gave his approv- 
al. and a regiment was accordiagly 
sent. The 330th infantry, Lieutenant 
Colouel George FE. Stewart command- 
,ing. together with one battalion of 
/engineers and one field hospital, were 
designatec for this service.

As the spent radiance 
Of the winter sun,

Her brood gone from her, 
And her thonghts as still 
As the watérs 

Under a ruined mill.” 


When I read that exquisite bit of imagery it sets me 
to wondering what a body can do to prepare for old age. 


Se. while there“is youth, and health, and sht, and hearing, 
it is rather a comfortable way to live. However, old age is coming rapidly 
to meet us and it is like the winter, cold and dark. 

The squirrels are hiding their nuts, as fast as they ripen. The 
ground hog is burrowing into his ‘winter retreat. The dogwood blos- 
soms have heard Helen Kane and have “buttoned up their overcoats.” 
The birds have gone south, They are all instinctively wiser than we. 


_ Humiliating as the thought may be, it is true that the squirrel’s example 
is the first one to follow. So long as an old person has money there is some- 
one who will care for him, with the hope of the inheritance. Strip old age 
of money and it is at the mercy of a heartless world. Children will usually 
stand between old parents and the gale, but if there is no money and if there 
are no children the poor house or some other eleemosynary institution is the 
last hope. We should be storing some part of every ripening crop of nuts. 
Material preparation is not enough. The old sentimental verses: 
“Gather ye the rosebuds while ye may, old time’s a-flying; the 
rose that blooms so fair today, tomorrow may be dying;” is full of 
common sense. Beauty, gathered in youth and maturity, will outlast 
the years. A mind well stored with interests means a profitable old 
uge. When eyes are too dimmed to read, and ears too deaf to hear, 
one may draw on the reservoir he has filled. 


Wordsworth, the apostle of beauty in the common things of life, threw 
out the best hint for preparation for old age. One gets too old to travel, one 
gets too old even to read, but one never gets too old to enjoy the beauty of 
nature; the luxury of a good night’s rest, the smell of the dirt after a rain, 
and the comfort of a coffee pot. They are, at once, sensual and spiritual. 


The sustaining strength of a good philosophy that enables one 
to smile in the face of disaster and hope in the face of fear is not 
to be neglected; a philosophy that allows one to dream of an after- 
life, in which he may expect to realize his thwarted ambitions, and 
meet again those “whom he has loved long since and lost awhile.” 


I am sure such a philosophy is requisite to “still thoughts” and I think 
it is requisite to “beauty of an aged face.” The most attractive old people I 
have known have attained their beauty and serenity with a philosophy which 
has kept them from souring on the sorrows of life, prevented their being 
weighed down by the woes ot life, reinforced their inner lives with a resiliency 
that never loses its elasticity, in the stresses of the years. 


Doctor Einstein may eschew the anthropomorphic idea of God, if 
he likes, but the average minded individual cannot believe in, or live 
by, a God who is not imbued wis) human attributes. It is all right to 
look to the stars for comfort, if one can find it there, but most of us 
want to grasp a warm hand when we are afraid and feel “blessed 
human warmth” through the dark, cold night.
